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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 1 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a review 
of the claims in light of the Appeal Brief, it has been determined that the prior art, in 
particular the Goodman reference, does not fairly disclose or suggest the claimed 
invention. The arguments concerning the structure of the Goodman device remain 
largely unpersuasive, as they generally are directed to features that the Goodman 
device has which are not disclosed in the present invention, rather than the reverse. 
However, Goodman fails to disclose a list of words adjacent definitions, where the 
words are found in a predetermined book. The purpose of the device is to allow a 
reader to easily ascertain the definition of unfamiliar words found while reading, without 
having to consult a dictionary. This purpose is very different from those of Goodman, 
which are directed to either a listing of characters in a book, or answers to questions 
found in a book. In the first case, the Goodman device is useful as a memory aid, in 
that it allows a user to remember characters as they appear in the book. In the second 
case, an answer key is different from a listing of definitions, in that use of the device is 
required, rather than consulted as needed whenever an unfamiliar word is encountered. 
In both cases, the covering device of Goodman is critical to its application. As such, 
Goodman teaches away from the present invention, in that a listing of words with 
dictionary definitions does not lend itself to a device whose contents are selectively 
covered and uncovered. Applicant's invention is useful in that it operates as a reading 
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aid which can be easily accessed to learn definitions of unfamiliar Words which appear 
in the text. Because the claimed invention recites features which are not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art, and because the purpose of these features differes 
substantially from those found in the prior art, the claims are allowed. Also, while the 
invention is essentially directed to printed matter, the printed matter is functionally 
related to the substrate in a new and nonobvious way, because the substrate is used as 
a bookmark for a preselected book. As a result, the claims cannot be rejected under 
the precepts of In re Gulack, which governs the patentability of printed matter. As a 
result.
